Cal bosses 
cut Cleaver 

BERKELEY, CALIF. (CPS - 
CUP) - The University of CaU- 
fomia faculty lambasted the UC 
Board of Regents last Thursday 
and said it would "take all ap- 
propriate steps to give full cre- 
dit" fot a controversial course 
given by EHdridge Qeaver. 

In a special meeting two weeks 
ago, the Regents whittled the 
course's lectures by each of a 
number of guest speakers from 
ten to one, in reaction to outcries 
from Governor Ronald Reagan and 
a number of state legislators over 
the Black Panther leader's invit- 
ation. - 

A faculty resolution passed by 
a 500 votejmar^attacked the 
"hasty and ^It-considered ac- 
tion" as a "violation of the acad- 
emic freedom and autonomy of 
the faculty senate and of the fa- 
culty members responsible for 
the course." 

But the Senate adjourned only 
to meet a mass of students chant- 
ing "shame, shame" over the 
ambiguous wording of the reso- 
lution. Students of the Centre for - 
Participant Education - an agency 
of student government and sponsor 
of the course - planned a mass 
meeting held last itight in protest 
of what CPE chairman Rick 
Brown called "toothless action." 

Specifically, the Faculty reso- 
lution: 

• charged the Regents' action 
violated .academic freedom of 
students by "preventing them 
from taking for credit a course 
duly authorized". 

• vowed the senate would seek 
to nullify a flegental regulation 
(passed at the -last meeting) pro- 
hibiting more than one guest lec- 
ture in a course per term. 

• encouraged those respons- 
ible for the contested course to 
carry on their program "on cam- 
pus or off" and directed its com- 
mittee on courses to "take all 
appropriate steps" to ensure

chairmen, four members from the 
Board of Governors, three from 
the Alumni Association, and 13 
from the administration. 

The committee ms formed last 

year and consisted of two faculty 
members and the academic vice- 
principal. Douglass B. Clarke. 
Mr. Clarke, chairman of the com- 
mittee, said that the changes we- 
re "only a starting point for dis- 
cussion". 

They were recommended "to 
bring in more student and faculty 
participation and to provide a go- 
vernment structure which would 
cover a wider range". 

However, Dave Bowmann. edi- 
tor of "the georgian". did not 
sound so optimistic. He felt that 
the administration had "left room 
for tokenistic student represen- 
tation, and the administration 
would still have the say in policy- 
making decisions." 

Both groups V agreed these re- 
commendatioris' were only a basis 
because the report must now be 
presented to another committee 
on student affahs. 

This committee consists of four 
administrators, four faculty 
members and four students, and 
was formed last year following 
the book store crisis. It will 
receive briefs from any interest- 
ed party, and prepare a report 
based on the recommendations 
and briefs. 

This report will then be pre- 
sented to the University Council, 
and, if passed, will be presented 
to the Board of Governors for 

ratification.

The Students' Society Education 
Committee is attempting to or- 
ganize the production of pre-writ- 
ten notes in order to alleviate 
the demands placed on students 
in mass-information courses and 
to demonstrate the benefit arising 
from CO operation in education. 

The committee hepes to ap- 
peal to the senate, through the 
Student's Council, to encourage 
professors to write notes them- 
selves beforehand so that they 
can be distributed in the ap- 
propriate class.

100. Students last year experienc-

In the event of failure to obtain 
co-operation from the faculty, the 
committee urges students to or- 
ganize a system whereby ac- 
curate and complete notes could 
be written and reproduced for the 
benefit of all students in that par- 
ticular class. 

The need for the support of all 
students is necessary to make this 
a worthwhile endeavour, and in- 
terested students should enquire 
at the Students' Council office on 
the first floor of the union. 



sage and pilgrims from as far 
away as California journeyed 
to Montreal. Many of the faith- 
ful were cripples in wheelchairs 
seeking a cure; many were 
young children dragged by par- 
ents to the scene of the July 
apparition, that they might be 
exposed to the Holy Truth. 

A grandstand was construct- 
ed to accommodate repentents 
who preferred to sit during the 
wait for Mary, and the local 
police force of 30 men was 
on duty to control the anticipat- 
ed mobs of blind believers. 

The sbc girls to whom Jesus' 
Mother first spoke stood in the 
now-muddy field by the cross 
that marked the spot where she 
first appeared. 

An hour passed but no vision 
was seen. The six girls start- 
ed to pray and the crowd joined 
but to no avail. 

Then Manon, one of the six 
girls, asked the^iidience to stop 
smoking and rcquSiied that the 
CBC turn off its camera lights. 

The cigarettes stayed lit and 
the lights remained trained on 
the cross, and The Blessed Vir- 
gin did not appear. 

The whole affair was run by 
the Berets Blancs, a radical 
right-wing offshoot of the Cre- 
ditiste Party. They publish Vers 
Demain, the newspaper which 
branded Prime Minister Tru- 
deau a communist and a beast 
of Sodom during the federal 
election campaign. 

A spokesman for the Berets 
Blancs cbimed that the Virgin 
was coming to Quebec to fight 
communism, improve the mor- 
als of the province, and re- 
form the "evil monetary sys- 
tem". 



The Berets Blancs advocate 
the "funny money" economics 
of the Social Credit Party. 

The Pilgrims included some 
Université de Montreal stu- 
dents who ran through the 
streets dressed in Madonna 
robes, and some sociology stu- 
dents who saw the event as an 
ideal time to study crowd beha- 
viour. 

Several high-flying hippies 
said that the Mother of God 
would emit "love vibes" and 
turn everyone on when she ar- 
rived. 

One Gaspc farmer sold his 
only two com iand brought his 
family down in a 1952 Dodge. 

A woman from Chicago, re- 
presenting a religious group 
which investigates reported ap- 
pearances of the Virgin Mary, 
came to pray for sinners and 
priests who come under the 
influence of communism. 

"You know those Italian 
priests", she said without ela- 
borating. 

A spokesman for another 
religious group in north-west 
Quebec said, "Her appearance 
will be a confirmation of the 
Pope's stand on birth control. 
This should silence the com- 
munists and misguided intel- 
lectuals in the church." 

But most of the audience 
were curiosity seekers who 
would also drive 100 miles to 
investigate a report of a flying 
saucer landing, or stop on the 
side of the road to gawk at a 
fatal accident. 

As one man said, "I'm here 
just in case she comes. I don't 
really believe she will, but I 
can't really lose, can I?"

It was slightly surreaiisUc. 

We gathered in Domitiion 
Square, a pitifully small 
croMvd of a hundred or so. 
We were a group of Previous- 
ly Uncommitted Citizens: a 
few student leaders, middle- 
aged housewives, estranged 
Biafrans, as.well as several 
of Montreal's version of the 
American "clean-for-Gene" 
McCarthy idds, who had 
organized the demonstration 
with the best of intentions 
and were wandering aimless- 
ly around, gnashing their 
teeth about the miserable 
turn-out. 

There was also a token 
Trotskyite, and a token In- 
ternationalist, both handing 
out their respective hand- 
outs. 

We were a rather motley 
crew, huddled together in a 
comer of the windswept park, 
wondering vaguely why we 
had bothered to come, and 
what possible good we could 
do. 

To complete the absurdity 
of it all, there on the plat- 
form with half a dozen other 
"distinguished speakers", 
sandwiched betjveCTt^a Unita- 
rian ministefSaSPa'\weary- 
looking NDP hack from Otta- 
wa, was none other than Mc- 
GlU's own AcadenUc Vice- 
Principal. Professor Michael 
Oliver. 

There was just a touch of 
the old radical in Professor 
Oliver as he stood there on 



the platform clutching at the 
collar of his trench-coat, 
puffing nervously on a ciga- 
rette butt. 

There was also touch of 
irony in the image of Michael 
Oliver addressing this small 
vocal minority, some of ■

A'^coupl^oPthesame cops 
stood silent at the back of the 
crowd. 

Adopting a stance not un- 
like that taken in the past 
by political science lecturer 
Stanley Gray, Oliver gripped 
the mike in his numbed fin- 
gers and told the meagre shiv- 



ering few, that,he was "abso- 
lutely convinced" that the 
government in Ottawa could 
do more for the starving 
thousands in Biafra. And he 
called on Prime Minister 
Trudeau to do it. 

There was an uneasy ripple 
of applause from the crowd, 
many of whom had ■ been 
victims of Trudeaumania just 
a few short months ago. 

Oliver was by far the best 
speaker. He spoke of the ar- 
tificial and unstable union of 
the Nigerian tribes, and al- 
luded to the colonial policies 
of Great Britain that had 
created it. He mentioned the 
heavy British and American 
oil concerns in Nigeria, and 
the fact that the interest of 
these huge Western corpora- 
tions lies with "legitimate" 
government and a continued 
struggle. 

He seemed to condemn 
Nigeria and her shadowy West- 
' em supporters. 

But then came the about- 
turn, the final macabre touch 
to this outdoor tragi-comèdy. 
With a straight face. Oliver 
proclaimed that this was a . 
complex issiie,. that no side 
was completely at fault, that 
there were two sides to every 
story. He said he was not 
there to take a stand, that he 
refused, in fact, to take a 
stand. 

He just felt Uiat food should 
be sent to staii/ihg people. 



One couldn't help reflecting 
on the absurdity of it all. 

The picture is fairly clear 
- Oliver painted it well him- 
self. Certainly, no side is 
completely blameless. The 
scene is rarely black and 
white, there are always shades 
of grey. 

But in this case there are 
two different shades of grey - 
one very dark, and one very 
light. And when that's so, it 
is the duty of a responsible

citizen (such as Professor 
Oliver) to take a stand, to 
commit himself to what he 
believes in. 

Sending food to starving 
people won't right any wrongs 
in Biafra. What it will do is 
ease the world's conscience 
while the Biafra resistance 
is effectively broken, and 
the interests of the oil com- 
panies are once again protect- 
ed. 

Perhaps Mike Oliver is so 
caught up in the quagmire of 
this university that he feels 
himself personally committed 
to the false principle of "ins- 
titutional neutrality" endors- 
ed by McGill's Senate, a prin- 
ciple which in effect implies 
an uncritical university, ac- 
commodating and supporting 
the status quo. 



Six thousand people are 
dying every day because they 
want to determine their own 
future, because they are 
victims of' oppression, 
because of the interests of 
imperialist oil companies. 

Michael Oliver claims he 
can't take a stand. But his 
university can and does - by 
supplying technicians and 
researchers for Shell Oil 
or for Gulf. 

Institutional neutrality is 
hogwash. The university is 
inextricably intermeshed with 
society. The only question - 
what direction will it take 
vnthin society, and where will 
its commitments lie? Will 
it continue to support the im- 
perialist and opprcssionist 
tactics of the worid's super 
powers, or will it use its 
substantial influence as an 
obstacle in their path, and 
throw its weight behind pro- 
gressive forces in Biafra 
and elsewhere? 

"Those that aren't with 
us are against us." Right 
now, by virtue of its silence 
and its complicity, the uni- 
versity is with the oppressore 
in Biafra. 

As for Michael Oliver - 
there's little to be said. He 
knows the situation. It's up 
to him to take a stand him- 
self, and to use his position 
to pressure the university 
to change its commitments.

Russian friendship 
and tolerance 

sir. 

In the wake of the Invasion of Czechoslo- 
vakia, there has been a great deal of talk 
about the "intolerance" of Russia. During 
my visit to the U.S.S.R. this summer, I 
found that the Soviet people are, on the con- 
trary, markedly tolerant. 

This Is apparent in the welcome accept- 
ance extended by the large majority of peo- 
ple to the tens of thousands of black and 
brown students at the Friendship University. 
It is apparent when someone shouts into 
your car, ''Hindi Russi bhai bhai," upon 
seeing that you are an Indian. It must be 
apparent to American tourists when sever- 
al people get up to let them have seats in a 
crowded Metro. 

The Soviets, unlike their government, 
are not afraid of self-criticism. A movie 
buff will tell you that Soviet films don't get 
much exposure in the West because they 
are full of propaganda. An aerodrome offl- 
cial will contradict your polite statement 
about a pleasant flight, and say that the air- 
craft are noisy and uncomfortable. If asked 
to do so, a tourist guide will take you to 
the "slums" in Old Moscow and iii the 
coun{^de villages, and remark on the 
need for improvement. (Actually, Mayor 
Drapeau would be hailed as a hero by the 



liberals if he could transform the Montreal 
slums to the condiUon of those in Moscow.) 

The Russians, too, have an ability to 
bugh at themselves. A high-ranking diplo- 
mat might tell the one about the Soviet 
delegate to the U.N. who, bent on disagree- 
ing with the West, answers "nyet" to a 
roll-call. Paul Keres will probably tell you 
that, compared to Moscow beer (their best), 
Molson's is a "Grandmaster Beer." 

Actually, it is not surprising to find this 
tolerance amongst the Soviet people. The 
way of Ufe they founded in 1917 has as a 
cornerstone tolerance and selflessness, and 
they have a supreme confidence tliat their 
ideals will someday be achieved.

Good old 
student apathy 

Sir, 

Campus activists, and your publication, 
continually try to convince people that stu- 
dents are concerned with their education. 
The logical corollary is that students arc 
interested in democratization, course de- 
sign and other educational reforms. 

Morality cannot be decided by numbers 
but facts can. I believe, as you do, that 
students should be concerned with what 
transpires in the classroom. That, to me, 
is moral. However it appears that the fact 
is that students are not as concerned with 
their education as you try to lead your 
readers to believe. 

Actually the facts are so directly oppo- 
site to the "gospel'.' spewed forth each day 



by your paper that you are probably as ir- 
responsible as the Montreal papers that you 
are castigating for lousy journalism. 

On September 24 perhaps the most im- 
portant public meeting in McGill's history, 
a discussion between members of the "ad- 
ministration" and the Students' Council, 
could only attract 125 students. Yes, Mr. 
Starowicz, the students are interested in 
university reforms, aren't they? How many 
students are there at McGill? 

Last Thursday ASUS held an open meet- 
ing to discuss democratization of their fa- 
culty. Your lead paragraph said that the pro- 
posal to replace Faculty Council by a joint 
Arts and Science committee was "adopted 
overwhelmingly". By how many students? 
Well, we wouldn't expect to find that fact 
in the lead paragraph of the people's pro- 
paganda paper, would we? The thirteenth 
paragraph (your campaign talked about hav- 
ing to dig for the facts) tells us that there 
were not even enough people to constitute 
a quorum. That means that there were 
not even 200 students sufficiently aware 
of the fact that they are supposed to be 
deeply concerned about démocratisation. 
Out of some 6,000 students that is not too 
good. 

And these are not Isolated cases. 

A SC meeting on University reform 
" doesn't get a quorum. Course reform mo- 
vements in specific departments draw a 
small minority of the students concerned. 
The University Government committee 
chaired last year by Mr. Hajaly couldn't get 
a solitary student to submit a brief. The 
S.C. meetings on the Wikon-Fekete report 
could draw only about 100 students. Open 



Meetings of the Tripartite Commission 
could do no better. . 

In fact all those activities that are sup- 
posed to be old, passé, and not of concern 
to the Students' Council draw more students. 
Like even, a Redman football game. Or 
Blood Drive. Or a dance. Or an "obscurant- 
ist" trip to the Gault Estate. 

It would seem, sir, that you have not yet 
convinced McGill students that they are in- 
terested in course reform, democratization, 
and the m'ost'recehtaddltidn to campus rhe- 
toric, "thecriUcal university". 

Their interest lies elsewhere.
